Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is respectfully pointed out that Applicant's 
arguments address alternate interpr tations of limitations which are interpreted more broadly by the Examiner. Examiner maintains that 
Kim and Koma, Matusuyama, and Ohmuro disclose teachings sufficient to render Applicant's claimed invention obvious to those having 
ordinary skill in the art of liquid crystals. In considering the disclosure of a reference, it is proper to take into account not only specific 
teachings of the reference but also the inferences which one skilled in the art would reasonably be expected to draw therefrom (MPEP 
2144.01 ). Further, it has been held that optimization of a results effective variable involves only routine skill in the art (MPEP 2144.05, II 
B). 
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
